SF  General  may 
open  drug  clinic 


Efforts  to  establish  a 
drug  clinic  on  Potrero  Hill 
may  be  dampened  some- 
what if  the  Public  Health 
Department  goes  ahead  with 
plans  to  set  up  a  full  scale 
methadon  drug  treatment 
program  at  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital. 

City  Health  Director 
Francis  J.   Curry  told  THE 
VIEW  that  the  city  would 
seek  funds  for  the  metha- 
don clinic  as  soon  as  Gov. 
Ronald  Reagan  signs  a  bill 
permitting  city  health  de- 
partments to  dispense  such 
medication. 

According  to  Curry,  the 
clinic  would  provide  full 
treatment  facilities,  includ- 
ing long-term  methadon 
maintenance,  psychiatric 
and  family  counseling,  drug

How  the  county  drug  cli- 
nic would  apply  to  youths 
under  21  years  of  age  who 
cannot  be  treated  legally 
without  their  parents'  con- 
sent, remains  cloudy. 

Dr.  George  Roth,  medi- 
cal director  of  the  propos- 
ed Potrero  drug  clinic  said, 
"In  the  light  of  these  new 
developments  it  appears 
that  San  Francisco  County 
Hospital  is  going  to  pro- 
ceed with  a  whole  new  com- 
plete drug  treatment 
facility. 

"If  this  develops  as  plan- 
ned, 11  he  said,  "Potrero  Hill 
residents  would  undoubtedly 
cooperate  with  the  program. 
However,  it  is  possible 
that  there  might  still  be 
need  for  a  satellite  drug 
treatment  center  on  the  hill 
itself.  " 

The  drug  clinic  site  com- 
mittee is  still  at  work  eval- 
uating possible  locations 
for  either  a  mobile  or  per- 
manent drug  facility  here. 

Whether  funds  for  such 
a  center  would  still  be  avail 
able  in  view  of  SF  General's 
new  plans  is  something  the 
local  clinic  committee  will 
have  to  determine.

sion  of  a  shoreling  devel- 
opment plan  worked  out  by 
the  waterfront  committee 
of  the  Potrero  Hill  Resi- 
dents aud  Homeowners 
Council. 

The  Residents'  report 
suggests  thac  the  public 
street  along  the  south  side 
of  the  China  Basin  channel 
from  Fourth  to  Sixth 
Streets  be  used  as  a  mari- 
na for  small  boats,  strol- 
ling and  casual  fishing. 

The  Port  Authority, 
meanwhile,  wants  to  ex- 
pand the  existing  China 
Basin  Pier  48  some  15 
acres  into  the  bay  so  that 
a  new  cargo  terminal  can 
be  built. 

The  Port  also  plans  to 
fill  part  of  the  mouth  of 
Warm  Water  Cove  between 
Pier  72  and  the  Western 
Pacific  ferry  slip  to  con- 
struct a  container  terminal. 

The  Residents'  water- 
front report  points  out  that 
the  cove  is  "one  of  the 
most  favored  fishing  spots 
on  the  Bay  perimeter"  and 
that  the  bass  and  other  bay

from  Catholic  Social  Ser- 
vice to  the  steering  com- 
mittee.  The  letter  states, 
"The  objective  of  the  pro- 
posal is  to  produce  hous- 
ing on  the  Wisconsin  Site 
"that  will  carry  out  the 
program  formally  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors. 11 

That  program  called  for 
the  construction  of  family 
housing  one -third  low,  one- 
third  moderate  ,   and  one- 
third  middle  income --ac- 
companied by  facilities 
for  social  and  recreational 
uses.  It  stated  that  "hous- 
ing should  be  designed  so 
as  to  create  a  'neighbor- 
hood' rather  than  a  'pro- 
ject' atmosphere.  " 

In  its  letter  Catholic  Soc- 
ial Service  expressed  its 
desire  "to  work  coopera- 
tively with  Potrero  Hill 
organizations  to  build  hous  - 
ing  on  the  Wisconsin  Site." 
The  organization  is  pre  - 
pared  to  provide  or  obtain 
seed  money  to  finance  the 
work  and  fees  required  to 
advance  the  project  to  an 
initial  loan  closing  and  to 
provide  the  services  of  a 
housing  consultant  to  spear- 
head the  effort. 

The  specifics  of  the  pro- 
posal are : 

The  formation  of  a  non- 
profit corporation  for  the 
development,  ownership 
and  operation  of  housing 
on  the  Wisconsin  Site. 
With  respect  to  the  hous- 
ing to  be  built  for  sale,  the 
nonprofit  corporation  would 
program  this  housing  and 
work  out  the  conditions  of 
construction.

Residents  of  the  north- 
ern slopes  of  the  Hill  will 
be  harassed  by  frequent 
helicopter  landings  if  a 
proposed  helipad  is  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Plan- 
ning Commission. 

At  a  public  hearing 
scheduled  for  3p.m. Thurs- 
day, Sept.  3,  the  Waters 
Helicopter  Corporation 
will  request  that  they  be 
granted  a  conditional  use 
permit  to  develop  a  heli- 
pad in  the  triangle  bounded 
by  Fourth,  Third  and  Chan- 
nel Streets. 

In  its  application  the 
company,  owned  by  South- 
ern Pacific  Railroad, 
states  that  it  wishes  to 
land  a  helicopter  at  7  p.  m. 
Monday  through  Thursday 
in  order  to  deliver  bank 
data.  The  area  would  be 
fenced  and  is  surrounded 
by  industrial  property. 

The  landing  patter,  ac- 
cording to  the  application, 
would  be  from  the  Bay  in- 
land over  Channel  Street 
and  would  avoid  buildings 
and  population.  There 
would  be  "no  offensive 
emissions  or  oders,  "  it 
is  claimed.  The  request  is 
for  "temporary  use,  "  al- 
though no  time  limit  is 
given.

Environment's  the  issue 


School  delay 


Potrero  Hill  younsters  are  paying 
a  heavy  price  for  the  School  District's 
lackadaisical  construction  timetable, 
and  it  appears  that  the  price  will 
continue  to  be  exacted  even  when  the 
Hill's  long  delayed  junior  high  school 
finally  opens  next  year. 

Hill  children,  who  are  now  doing 
time  in  some  of  the  worst  schools  in 
the  city,  will  be  expected  to  stay  in 
their  substandard  classrooms  until 
high  school  because  the  DeHaro  fa- 
cility is  scheduled  to  open  on  a  lim- 
ited enrollment  basis  only. 

One  would  have  thought  that  a 
school  needed  when  it  was  okayed 
by  the  voters  six  years  ago  would 
be  completely  ready  for  occupancy 
after  so  long  a  gestation  period. 

But  apparently  it  creates  admin- 
istrative difficulties  to  open  a  new 
school  all  at  once.    And  though  the 
School  District  certainly  has  no 
shortage  of  administrators,  they 
apparently  are  not  up  to  taking  on 
any  difficulties. 

jmWMH  *ic  \%V  ttifc  youngstftTS  cope 
in  segregated  facilities  where  book 
learning  is  minimal,  teacher  apathy 
high  and  student  performance  low. 
Everett  and  Horace  Mann  junior 
high  schools  both  evidence  high 
delinquency  and  drug  use  rates. 
Exposed  to  such  stressful  school 
situations  teens  become  tough  and 
truant,  Bitter  and  bored. 

Many  of  Potrero's  junior  high 
schoolers  have  already  been  aca- 
demically and  emotionally  damaged 
by  the  conditions  at  the  schools  into 
which  they  have  been  force  fed  by 
the  School  District.     Now  when  a 
reprieve  seems  on  the  horizon,  par- 
ents are  being  told  the  current  crop 
of  eighth  and  ninth  graders  are  ex- 
pendable.   In  February  when  the 
Potrero  school  opens  they  are  ex- 
pected to  sit  back  and  allow  their 
children  to  continue  to  be  subjected 
to  atrocious  school  environments 
while  a  new  building  stands  empty. 


Save  our  shoreline 


China  Basin  channel.    Sounds  like 
a  nice  place  to  take  a  stroll  or  may- 
be berth  a  boat.    And  well  it  might 
be  if  it  were  north  of  the  slot  where 
the  weather  if  cold  and  the  tourists 
are  plentiful.    As  part  of  the  south- 
ern waterfront,  however,  the  chan- 
nel suffers  not  only  neglect  but  down- 
right abuse. 

The  Port  Authority  wants  to  fill 
the  basin  for  a  massive  dock.  The 
State  Division  of  Highways  is  plan- 
ning to  string  a  freeway  along  the 
northern  side  of  the  channel.  And 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  thinks  the 
triangle  at  the  tip  of  the  southern 
shore  i6  a  good  location  for  a 
heliport. 

Noise,  blight,  fumes  and  traffic 
are  the  downtowners  definition  of 
progress.     Potrero  Hill  residents, 
meanwhile,   remain  cut  off  from 
their  waterfront  and  will  remain  so 
unless  the  community  makes  some 
concerted  effort  to  block  current 
heliport  and  Bay  fill  plans. 

The  Residents  &<id  H&fn€6Wi€F§ 

Council  has  prepared  a  waterfront 
study  which  recommends  preserva- 
tion of  the  south  edge  of  the  China 
Basin  Channel  as  a  small  boat  har- 
bor and  shoreline  strolling  site. 

Such  public  use  of  the  basin  makes 
a  great  deal  more  sense  than  the 
machine  oriented  proposals  being 
developed  by  state  agencies  and 
Southern  Pacific. 

Members  of  the  Bay  Conservation 
and  Development  Commission  and 
the  City  Planning  Commission  can- 
not fail  to  be  aware  of  the  impor- 
tance of  preserving  or  creating  rec- 
reational facilities  near  the  water's 
edge. 

Whether  they  will  act  on  the  basis 
of  this  awareness  or  according  to 
the  dictates  of  expediency  may  well 
depend  on  how  effectively  Hill  dwel- 
lers make  their  concern  for  and 
interest  in  the  waterfront  known.

We  must  speak  out  while  issues 
are  hot,  otherwise  it  may  be  too 
late  to  counteract  organizations 
who  take  it  upon  themselves  to 
speak  for  us. 

We  must  act  in  unison  to  achieve 
recognition  downtown  and  to  work 
for  all.     We  must  get  together.' 

Our  absence  when  issues  are 
discussed  has  cost  us  dearly. 
Members  of  organizations  dedi- 
cated to  their  own  causes  attend 
meetings  and  sway  key  decisions 
just  because  they  are  present. 

When  representatives  of  the 
majority  viewpoint  do  not  partici- 
pate in  city  hearings,  self-serving 
groups  dominate  the  meetings, 
and  influence  the  outcome  in  ways 
which  may  not  serve  the  best 
interests  of  most  Hill  residents. 

The  structural  power  play  has 
been  present  in  this  area  for 
quite  a  while  and  should  be  brought 
out  into  the  open. 


It  is  my  belief  that  a  unified 
area  is  our  only  hope  to  rectify 
this  situation  and  to  bring  to  light 
issues  that  affect  us  all.    The  old 
adage  "together  we  stand,  divided 
we  fall"  is  most  applicable  in 
this  case. 

This  paper  was  organized  ex- 
pressly for  the  purpose  of  letting 
people  know  what  is  happening  in 
their  neighborhood  and  to  find  out 
how  they  feel  about  the  issues. 

The  best  way  to  get  your  opinion 
heard  and  to  take  part  in  the 
processes  which  affect  you  and 
your  children's  environment  is  to 
contact  your  local  organization  and 
make  sure  that  it  is  informed  of 
crucial  issues  up  for  hearings. 

We  must  have  cross -represen- 
tation of  all  Hill  organizations 
attending  public  meetings.  Other- 
wise you  may  find  out  too  late  that 
you  and  your  family  have  been 
grossly  affected  by  a  situation  you 
knew  nothing  about.

District  culture 
programs  to  get 

downtown  look 
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The  recent  controversy 
over  the  city's  Neighbor- 
hood Arts  Program  will 
probably  change  the  cultur- 
al picture  on  Potrero  Hill. 

Although  the  final  out- 
come of  the  dispute  be- 
tween the  Art  Commission 
and  the  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program  staff  is  still  un- 
certain it  appears  that  the 
program  as  developed 
under  former  NAP  direc  - 
tor  June  Dunn  is  dead. 

It  is  expected  to  be  re- 
placed by  a  new  program 
under  closer  supervision 
by  the  parent  Art  Commis- 
sion. 

What  will  all  this  mean 
for  residents  of  Potrero 
Hill? 

During  the  two  years 
since  its  founding  in  1967, 
NAP  has  sponsored  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  pro- 
grams on  the  Hill.  These 
included  classes  in  Afri- 
can drumming,  childrens1 
art  and  guitar,  as  well  as 
musical  and  theatrical 
events,  most  recently  the 
New  York  Street  Theatre. 
In  addition,  NAP  did 
publicity  for  the  Julian 
Theatre,  though  the  theatre 
itself  is  not  supported  by 
NAP. 

According  to  Richard 
Reineccius,  Julian  Theatre 
director  formerly  in 
charge  of  special  neigh- 
borhood arts  programs 
throughout  the  city,  resi- 
dents can  expect  a  very 
different  sort  of  program 
from  the  reorganized 
arts  program. 

Reineccius  suggested 
that  the  new  NAP  will  re- 
flect the  views  of  the  Art 
Commission  which  he 
eharaclenzed  as  favoring 
"the  safe  arts,  museum 
arts  as  opposed  to  living 
arts."    He  noted,  "There 
are  no  theatre,  dance, 
modern  music  or  jazz 
people  on  the  Commission." 

While  some  NAP  staff 
members  have  been  in- 
vited to  continue  work 
under  Martin  Snipper, 
temporary  director  of 
NAP,  Reineccius  feels  that 
the  program  will  revert  to 
gallery  shows,  chamber 
music  and  opera. 

"They'll  simply  export 
downtown  culture,  rather 
than  recognizing  the 
cultural  interests  of  com- 
munities.   It  will  be  less 
flexible,  11  he  said. 

Reineccius  pointed  out, 
however,  that  efforts  are 
being  made  to  find  money 
from  a  variety  of  sources 
--foundations,  use  fees, 
United  Crusade--so  that 
old  NAP  type  programs 
can  continue.    Any  city 
money  is  unlikely. 

The  culture  controversy 
started  when  the  Art  Com- 
mission, parent  body  of 
NAP  issued  a  highly  cri- 
tical report  in  mid  July.

four  members  of  the 
neighborhood  arts  staff 
and  indicated  that  Ms. 
Dunn  and  her  staff  would 
not  be  rehired  on  August 
1. 

The  move  produced  a 
sharp  reaction  from  Ms. 
Dunn  and  the  NAP  staff, 
which  quit  en  masse  and 
demanded  an  open  hearing 
on  their  performance. 

The  Art  Commission 
agreed  to  a  short  exten- 
sion of  the  contract  pend- 
ing a  hearing  August  19. 
At  that  time  numerous 
neighborhood  groups  spoke 
in  praise  of  Ms.   Dunn  and 
her  program. 

However,  the  testimony 
appears  to  have  had  little 
effect  on  the  Art  Commis- 
sion which  is  going  ahead 
with  plans  to  hire  a  new 
staff  and  reorganize  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Pro- 
gram. 

Ms.  Dunn,  meanwhile, 
has  filed  suit  against  the 
Commission  alleging  that 
they  are  obligated  to  renew 
her  contract  and  that  they 
have  violated  the  City 
Charter  by  channeling  funds 
through  a  member  of  the 
Commission,   Ruth  Asawa. 

Ms.  Asawa  has  denied 
the  charge,   saying  the 
money  went  through  her  to 
a  school  art  program. 

The  only  neighborhood 
criticism  of  NAP  on  record 
comes  from  Robert  Henry, 
who  said  the  organization 
has  misrepresented  the 
nature  and  degree  of  NAP 
support  for  programs  in 
the  black  community. 


Construction  continues  on  new  Potrero  Hill  Junior  High  School 

Junior  high  problem 

Hill  school  delayed 


Not  all  city  schools  open 
next  week.     The  Potrero 
Junior  High  School  on  De 
Haro  between  18th  and  19th 
streets,   under  construc- 
tion since  1968,  is  still  not 
ready  for  students  and  will 
not  be  until  at  least  Febru- 
ary, 1971. 

Even  when  the  school 
does  open  it  is  unlikely 
that  the  current  crop  of 
Hill  junior  high  schoolers 
will  ever  get  to  use  the 
$3.  5  million  facility. 

Although  the  projected 
capacity  of  the  school  is 
between  1,  000  and  1,  200 
students,  only  about  300 
are  expected  to  be  enrolled 
there  during  the  first  term 
of  operation. 

According  to  Dr.  Myron 
Moskowitz,  secondary 
education  officer  for  the 
San  Francisco  Unified 


School  District,  it  is  prob- 
able that  only  seventh  grad- 
ers will  be  assigned  to  the 
Potrero  school  in  February. 

In  the  fall  term  the 
school  will  receive  students 
from  elementary  schools 
based  on  a  feeder  pattern 
yet  to  be  determined.  It 
is  assumed,  but  not  certain, 
that  Daniel  Webster,  Pat- 
rick Henry  and  Starr  King 
graduates  will  be  assigned 
to  the  Potrero  Hill  school, 
Moskowitz  explained. 

"Those  Potrero  young- 
sters now  attending  junior 
high  school  in  other  sections 
of  the  city  will  probably 
continue  in  their  present 
schools,  "  he  said. 

Most  Potrero  junior  high 
6tudents  are  now  funneled 
into  Everett  or  Horace  Mann 
both  of  which  are  substand- 
ard structures  according  to

Community  tree  planting

New  trees  will  be  plant- 
ed on  Vermont  Street, 
Saturday,  Sept.   12.  Ginny 
March,   chairman  of  the 
Potrero  the  Green  Hill 
Committee  said  some  110 
trees  have  been  ordered 
during  the  latest  beauti- 
fication  drive.  Vermont 
Street  has  been  selected 
to  launch  the  planting  in 
recognition  of  the  out- 
standing work  of  Virginia 
Sustarich,  the  block  cap- 
tain. 

Brian  Fewer,  head  of 
the  city's  tree  planting 
division,  is  now  arranging 
a  planting  schedule  for 
other  streets  on  the  Hill 
which  have  already  been 
canvassed  by  block  cap- 
tains.    City  crews  cut  the 
sidewalk,   remove  the 
concrete,   and,   when  nec- 
essary, jack  hammer  the 
rock  underneath.  Block 
captains  will  be  notified 
when  their  block  is  to  be 
planted  and  will  inform 
those  who  have  ordered 
trees. 

In  announcing  the  begin- 
ning of  the  second  phase  of 
the  tree  planting  project,

the  school  district's  own 
reports.     Both  schools 
show  high  truancy  and 
delinquency  rates,  low 
achievement  scores  and 
overcrowded  conditions. 

A  bond  issue  to  finance 
construction  of  a  much 
neededjunior  high  school 
on  Potrero  Hill  was  passed 
in  1964.  Architectural 
work  was  begun  in  April 
of  1965.    However,  no 
actual  construction  began 
until  December,  1968. 

Contractor  James 
Roberts  originally  planned 
to  complete  the  school  by 
November  of  this  year. 
Heavy  rains,   which  slowed 
down  work  and  necessi- 
tated some  sand  filling, 
delayed  the  project.  Build- 
ing is  now  set  to  be  fin- 
ished in  February,  1971. 

School  district  Superin- 
tendent of  Building  and 
Grounds  Wilbert  Vestnys 
admits  that  the  Potrero 
Hill  project  has  been  some- 
what slower  than  average, 
but  claims  that  the  six- 
year  construction  time- 
table is  not  excessively 
long. 

"When  a  school  build- 
ing program  is  authorized 
by  the  voters,   the  district 
puts  the  projects  up  for 
bid  one  at  a  time,  "  Vestnys 
explained.   "We  give  low 
bidders  a  chance  to  com- 
plete most  of  a  project 
before  we  let  another  out 
for  bid.     That  way  the 
same  contractor  can  bid 
on  the  next  job.  " 

Any  other  procedure 
would  be  "uneconomical" 
Vestnys  claims  because 
"there  would  not  be 
enough  low  bids  available 
to  handle  the  school  build- 
ing load.  " 

Potrero  Hill  Junior 
High  is  now  75  per  cent 
complete,   Vestnys  said. 
When  finished  it  will  con- 
tain approximately  5  0 
classrooms,  including 
homemaking,  shop  and 
typing  rooms  and  science 
labs. 

Although  folding  parti- 
tions will  be  used  in  a  few 
of  the  classrooms,  Vestnys 
said,  the  school  building 
will  be  designed  along 
standardized  lines --self 
contained  classrooms 
opening  off  corridors. 

The  concept  of  the  up- 
dated school,   which  dis- 
penses with  closed  classes 
to  create  the  possibility 
of  team  teaching  and 
flexible  scheduling,  is  not 
being  applied  to  Potrero 
Hill  even  though  the  School 
Board  is  on  record  a6 
favoring  such  modernized 
structures.

fish  which  are  attracted  to 
the  cove  have  been  supple- 
menting the  menus  of 
South  of  Market  families 
for  some  50  years. 

Instead  of  filling  the  cove 
and  cutting  off  warm  water 
circulation,  the  Residents 
suggest  that  it  be  developed 
as  a  fishing  site  through 
provision  of  a  Bay  front 
boardwalk  between  24th 
and  25th  Streets  on  the 
north  side  of  the  cove. 

The  report  urges  that 
25th  Street  between  Illinois 
and  Maryland  be  opened 
and  that  a  small  fishing  pier 
be  built  at  the  foot  of  24th 
Street.    It  requests  remov- 
al of  oil  spill  and  truck 
tires  from  the  water  along 
the  shoreline. 

The  plan  also  suggests 
auto -only  weekend  parking 
on  24th  Street,  food  ser- 
vice sites  and  a  recreation- 
al ferrv  terminal. 

Focus  of  the  Residents' 
report  is  the  Bay  frontage 
from  Channel  and  Seventh 
Street  southward  to  Islais 
Creek  Channel.    It  was  pre- 
pared over  a  three  vear 
period  by  Council  commit- 
tee members  John  Coney, 
Elaine  Sundahl  and  Paul 
Sherrill. 

Members  have  attended 
many  civic  and  govern- 
ment meetings  dealing  with 
waterfront  development, 
have  talked  with  neighbors 
and  visitors  who  use  the 
Potrero  waterfront  and  have 
walked  the  shore  at  all 
times  of  the  year. 

The  result  of  their  study 
is  a  series  of  five  proposals 
to  improve  public  access 
to  the  waterfront  so  that 
people  can  make  use  of  the 
Bay  as  a  unique  neighbor- 
hood asset. 

Ms.  Sundahl  said  the  re- 
port will  be  presented  to 
the  San  Francisco  Plan- 
ning and  Urban  Renewal 


Association  in  October  and 
that  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission will  be  asked  to 
include  the  suggestions  in 
its  own  study  of  the  south- 
ern waterfront. 

In  addition  to  proposals 
for  China  Basin  and  Warm 
Water  Cove,  the  Residents 
present  guidelines  for  the 
Mission  Rock  area,  Cen- 
tral Basin  and  Islais  Creek. 

They  point  out  that  a  ma- 
rina green  could  be  provid- 
ed in  the  Mission  Rock  ar- 
ea if  China  Basin  Street 
was  moved  to  the  west  in 
a  curve  following  the  ex- 
isting railroad  tracks,  e- 
liminating  the  present 
straight  alignment  between 
Mission  Rock  and  Fourth 

Retention  of  the  Santa  Fe 
Railroad  ferry  terminal  is 
recommended,  but  Resi- 
dents would  provide  pub- 
lic access  to  the  water  by 
means  of  a  boardwalk  run- 
ning pier  along  the  Bay 
front  facing  the  terminal. 

The  Residents  would  re- 
tain the  boat  clubs  along 

The  Council  would  also 
like  to  see  food  service 
locations  at  the  foot  of  Mis- 
sion Rock  Street  and  El- 
dorado Street  and  use  of 
the  empty  space  in  the  Pier 
58  cargo  building  for  a 
weekend  flea  market, 
the  Central  Basin  from 
17th  to  Mariposa  Streets, 
but  would  also  provide  an 
enlarged  public  marina, 
China  Basin  Street  land- 
scaping and  public  access 
via  boardwalk  to  the  south- 
ern edge  of  Pier  64.

The  develop- 
ment of  about  2  00  units  of 
housing  on  the  Wisconsin 
Site,  as  recommended  by 
the  department's  "Wiscon- 
sin Street  Report,"  was 
listed  in  a  section  desig- 
nated "opportunity  areas.  " 

Opportunity  areas  are 
sites  available  for  possible 
housing  development. 

Another  area  mentioned 
in  the  plan  is  the  "Old  Goat 
Farm,"  a  lot  between  19th 
and  20th  and  Carolina  and 
Wisconsin.    It  suggests  that 
40  to  5  0  family  units  are 
possible  and  urges  that  any 
development  conform  with 
the  scale  of  the  surrounding 
neighborhood. 

Some  concern  was  expres' 
sed  over  the  possibility  of 
more  public  housing  in  the 
area.    Macris  pointed  out 
that  the  plan  seeks  to  dis- 
tribute such  housing  more 
evenly  throughout  the  city 
and  that  Potrero  Hill  has 
considerably  more  than  its 
proportional  share.

of  three  years  ago  against 
a  proposed  airport  along 
China  Basin.  Strong  pro- 
test from  residents  and 
organizations  resulted  in 
the  Board  of  Supervisors' 
rejecting  the  proposal.  An 
additional  benefit  of  that 
struggle  was  an  amend- 
ment to  the  zoning  code 
requiring  that  airports  be 
categorized  as  "conditional 
use"  throughout  the  city. 

Prior  to  that  ruling  a 
heliport  could  have  been 
put  at  20th  and  Arkansas 
without  residents  being 
informed. 

The  objections  of  Potre- 
ro Hillers  to  the  present 
helipad  proposal  tend  to 
fall  into  three  categories. 

The  potential  hazards 
to  life  and  health  -  noise, 
dust,   blight  and  the  dan- 
ger of  low  flying  aircraft. 

Such  uses  conflict  with 
proposals  for  public  use 
of  and  access  to  the  water- 
front in  which  the  channel 
is  emissioned  as  a  mall 
for  strolling  and  fishing. 

Granting  such  a  use 
now,   even  though  claimed 
as  "temporary",  might 
encourage  others  to  re- 
vive the  airport  idea. 

Community  groups  have 
not  yet  acted  on  the  heli- 
pad question,   but  indivi- 
duals in  two  prominent 
organizations  feel  that 
the  opposition  will  be 
strong. 

All  indications  at  this 
point  suggest  that  Room 
282  in  City  Hall  will  be 
the  scene  next  Thursday 
of  strong  and  unified  op- 
position to  a  helipad  on 
Potrero  Hill's  waterfront. 


experience  in  other  states 
has  shown  that  the  metha- 
don program  is  both  suc- 
cessful and  popular  with 
addicts. 

"We  know  that  if  we  6et 
up  the  program,  drug  us- 
ers will  participate,"  he 
said.    "In  fact,  we  are 
concerned  that  addicts  from 
other  Bay  Area  cities  may 
flock  to  SF  General  if  no 
similar  treatment  facilities 
are  set  up  in  their  own 
towns.     This  could  add  con- 
siderably to  the  cost  of 
our  program.  " 

Although  it  has  been  esti- 
mated, based  on  national 
figures,  that  there  are 
some  7,  000  hard  core  drug 
addicts  in  San  Francisco, 
Curry  believes  a  more 
realistic  estimate  is  in  the 
neighborhood  of  3,500. 

He  recognizes  the  need 
for  a  massive  program  to 
handle  the  scope  of  the  pro- 
blem, but  claims  that  SF 
General  has  the  space  and 
staff  to  operate  a  metha- 
don treatment  center. 

"We  could  get  the  clinic 
going  just  as  soon  as  the 
funds  are  made  available,  " 
he  said.     The  source  of  the 
funding  would  be  the  federal 
"Safe  Streets  Act.  " 

Methadon,  which  is  an 
addictive  drug  itself,  would 
be  dispensed  only  to  estab- 
lished heroin  addicts^ 
Curry  explained. 

"Experience  has  shown 
that  addicts  do  not  stay 
'cured'  unless  they  can  get 
a  long-term  maintenance 
drug  substitute,  "  he  said. 
"Under  methadon  the  addict 
gets  no  reaction  for  heroin. 
He  can  function  in  society 
and  is  freed  from  the  life 
of  crime  heroin  use  forces 
on  him. 

"The  police  in  general 
support  the  program.  They 
do  not  try  to  harass  addicts 
and  are  usually  interested 
only  in  large-volume  push- 
ers, most  of  whom  are  too 
smart  to  take  drugs  them- 
selves. " 

'  Curry  believes  it  is  es- 
sential to  start  drug  educa- 
tion programs  at  the  ele- 
mentary school  level.  "By 
junior  high  many  of  the 
youngsters  are  already  ex- 
perimenting, "  he  said. 


One-third  of  eligible  Hill 
voters  not  yet  registered

request  that  a  registrar 
be  sent  to  their  homes. 

All  United  States  citizens 
who  are  or  will  be  21  years 
of  age  by  Nov.   3,   who  have 
lived  anywhere  in  Calif- 
ornia for  one  year  and  any 
place  in  San  Francisco  for 
90  days,  are  eligible  to 
vote.  Residency  time  is 
calculated  according  to 
election  date,   Nov.   3,  not 
by  registration  date. 

People  who  have  just 
moved  into  new  homes 
from  some  other  location 
in  the  city  are  eligible 
to  vote  if  they  register. 
Those  who  are  planning  to 
move  between  Sept.  10  and 
Nov.   3  should  register  at 
their  present  address  and 
vote  from  there  in  Novem- 
ber.   Such  procedure  is 
perfectly  legal. 

Spanish  speaking  citizens 
need  not  pass  an  English 
literacy  test  in  order  to 
register  to  vote.    If  a  per- 
son can  sign  his  own  name 


and  is  capable  of  under- 
standing the  ballot  mea- 
sures in  any  language,  he 
is  eligible  to  vote. 

It  is  estimated  that  at 
least  one-third  of  the  po- 
tential voters  on  Potrero 
Hill  are  not  registered. 
Statistics  indicate  that 
the  figure  is  even  higher 
among  eligible  voters  in 
the  21  to  30  age  bracket. 

Ms.  Maxwell,  lay  min- 
ister of  Olivet  Presbyter- 
ian Church  who  is  spear- 
heading the  Hill  registra- 
tion drive     wants  to  get 
every  Potrero  voter 
registered   by  Sept.  10-- 

"Citizens  need  the  right 
kind  of  ammunition  if  they 
are  going  to  be  heard. 
And  there's  no  better 
ammunition  against  a 
politician  than  the  power 
to  keep  him  in  office  or 
replace  him.    Only  regis- 
tered voters  have  that 
power,  and  the  politicians 
know  it,"  Ms.  Maxwell 
concluded.
